Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Amendment and arguments filed on 2/2/2004 are persuasive in distinguishing the claimed 

invention over Krattiger (U.S. Patent No. 6,500,1 15) and Tojo (U.S. Patent No. 4,753,224). 

Particularly, Applicant is persuasive in identifying that the prior art fails to disclose or suggest a 

transmission device encased in a material exhibiting plastic deformation and having a setting 

mechanism in the display arrangement as proposed.
